ing up, the Maſters of our Ships feemed refolv- 
ed'to Fight them, and accordingly made prepa- 
ration to receive them ; but in the Night, the 
Maſter and Company of the Ship wheteinI was, 
altered their Counſels, let their Reſolutions dye, 
and agreed to run for it; uncertain Counſels ne- 


ver produce better ſucceſs; when we might have 


Fone, [then we would /fay ; and when there was 
720 way.to eſcape, then we muſt needs arrempr tr : 
Hadwecither at firſt reſolved not to Fiobt them, 
or reſolving to Fight, ' had proſecured our Reſo- 
lutiens like men of Courage, we might, per- 
haps, either have avoyded the danger; or brave- 
ty. Maſter'd it. . The Turks perceiving us be- 
ginto run, ſent one of their Number to Chaſe 
us; whilſt their other two attended the remain- 
ing two of our Company till the Morning. At 
break of Day they began to Fight us, and after 
a. her Diſpute Boarded us,and took us all three:

To ſmall was the difference between Flight and

Many weeks they kept us cloſe Prifoners at -- 
Sea; we found many Enzkſhmen in their Ships, : 
Slaves, like our ſelves, from whom we had no 
other Comfort, but the Condoling of each 0- 
thers Miſeries, and that from them we learnt 
a ſmattering of the Common Language, which 
would be of ſome uſe to us when we ſhould 
come to Algiers, whither after five or fix weeks, 
we were brought.

Attn isa City very pleaſantly 'Scituated 
{ A onthe ſide of the Hills, over-looking the 
Mediterranean, which lyes North of it; andit 
lifrs up it's proud Head ſo Imperiouſly, as if it 
Challenged a Sovereignty over thoſe Seas, and 


expected Tribute fromall that ſhall look within 


the Szreights, It lyes in the 3orh. Degree of 
Longitude, and hath ſomewhat leſs than_35 
Degrees of North-Latitude : The City is con- 
ſiderably large, the Walls being above three 
miles in Compaſs, beautified and ftrengthned 
with five Gates : Port-Aarine towards the 
North, and Port Piſcadore not far from thence, 
.and Ponta Nova towards the South; built, as 
they Report, by the Spariard, whillt it was in 


their Poſſeſſion: The Welt Gate, which they . 


call Bubawtre, and the Eaſtern Gate, which in 
their Tongue is called Bubazoon : They have 
alſo ſeveral ſtrong Caſtles beſides that upon the 
"point of the Mole, ſo that the Town is judged 
impregnable. The City is Built very ſtately, 


Famous 


and yet more ſtrong than ſtately; and more | 
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any thing than for infamy, being the Retreat, the 
Neſt of thoſe T#rksſh Corfairs, which have long 
Tyrannized in, and been a Terror to the Neigh- 
bouring Seas. It is ſuppoſed by ſorhe to con- 
tain four thouſand Families, by others, four- 
ſcour thouſand Perſons; but they muſt needs be 


very ſhort in their Reckoning, it having. been; 


Judged, that of all Nations there could be no leſs 
than twenty five thouſand Slaves. The Private. 
Buildings are very beautiful, flat Roof'd, Ador-. 
ned with Galleries towards their Courts, ſup- 


ported by Pillars : And they may afford to build 


ſumptuouſly, becauſe they build at other mens 


| coſt, and with other mens hands: Their Tem- 


ples are alſo very Magnificent , and much too 
good for their Religion, whoſe Practice and. 
Converſation ſpeaks them to fay, There i 20: 
God, And yet we Read of a Religious Thief, 
who never went about the works of his calling 
( for ſo he called ſealing) but he would fron, 


emplore the Aſſiſtance of his Idol : A ſtrange 


god, ſure; that would be acceflary to his De- , 
voto's Robberies: And a ſtrange Worſhipper,-. 
| that either hoped to Flatter his god to become his + 


accomplice in Villany, with the Vow of a good. 
round ſhare of the Booty, or would be ſuch a 
Fool, to think That God worth the Worſhip-- 
ping that ſhould be thus flatter'd. They have al-, 
ſo many ſtately Baths, to which the Men reſort

licy is to look :n their months; and a good,ftrong, 
entire ſet of Grinders will advarice the Price con- 
fiderably ; and they have gogd. Reafon for this 
Practice: for firſt, they are Rational Creatures, 
and know, that they, who' have zo: Teerb, :can- 
not eat; andthey that cannor zer, cannot works 
and'they that canzor work;are not for their turn; 


] and they thatare not for rhelr rur; are not for 
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their money. And Secondly.,they intend to keep 
them «at hard meat all the Year, and it muſt nce 
be gums, but ſolid Teeth ( nay, if it were poſ- 
ſible, caſe-harden'd Teeth) that muſt chew rt ; 
and when all is done, they had need of the O- 
ſtriches Stomach to digeſt it, Their next pro- 
ceſs is to feel their Limbs; as whether there be 
any Fratture, or Diſlocation inthe Bones ; any 
thing Analogical to Spavin, or Ring-bone, for 
theſe will bring down the Market wonderfully :

An Account of ſome Difficulties that .T met 
with during my Captivity in Algiers. 


Hoſe Miſeries which it 1s dreadful ro endure, 
are yet delightful ro be remembred; and 
there's a ſecret pleafure to chew the Cud, and 
rummnate upon eſcaped dangers: However, the 
Reader may afford to run over with his Eye 
an hour, that which I ran through #7» five Tears; 
and ſuppoſing himſelf ſafe upon the Amnhithea- 
zre, may behold poor Slaves Combating with 
| beaſts below, | 
The firſt Adventure I met with. after I was 
brought to my Patrons Houſe ( for ſo I muſt 
now itile him) had well nigh coſt me mp Life. 
My Patron's Father being deſirous to ſee his Sons 
Penny-worth, commanded me.up into-a Gallery, 
which looked into the Court; he began to in- 
ſult over me with inſupportable ſcorn, reflecting 
upon me becauſe I was a Chreſtiaz, and caſt out 
ſome Exprefſions which did really refle& upon 
the Perſon of my Redeemer, (though I have 
heard worſe ſince.) My Neck was not yer bowed, 
nor my Hears broken to the Yoke of Bongage ; 
I could not well b-ook,, becauſe 'I had not been 


uſed ;hep to ſuch Language ; and becauſe I could 
| js. ' not 
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not expreſs my ſelf in the Aoreſco, or Lingua 
Franc, I ſupplyed it with Signs ; and imitati 
the Coblers Yarke, I ſignified both ways as ml 
as I could, That their Prophet was but a Cobler, 
I confeſs, my meaning was no more, but that 
Aabomet, by the help of Sergins, a Neſtorian 
Aonk,, and Abaalla the Few, had patch'd upa 
Cento of Fewiſh, and Monkiſh Fopperies,which 
was now their Religzon, But he, without rhe 
preamble of many Railing words, fell upon me 
with ſevere blows; what ever Rage and Fury 
bis Hands or Feet could Execute, that I felt ; 
and my zxatreaties did but inrage his choler, fo 
thatI ſaw I might ſooner blow 0:7 the Fire with 4 
pair of bellows, than lenifie his Paſſion with pray- 
ers; I had noother way but this, to make an of- 
fer of leaping down out of the Gallery into the 
Court, and therefore clapping my Hands,,upon 
the Rails, as if I would throw my ſelf head-long 
down over them, and rather chuſe to receive 
my Death from-the Pavement, than his Hands, 
he preſently affwages, if zoe his Rage, yet the 
Executzon of it, The Old Gentleman knew ve- 
ry well, thatifT loſt y Life, his Sor mult loſe 
his preſent money, and future profit z' for there's 
little made out of a Dead Mans Skin: and there- 
fore he reſpites my further puniſhment till my 
Patrqn's return , and then, indeed 7/45 'repured 
blaſphemy of mine with full cry was carried to 
his Pars, and zz loſt aothing i the telling,” but 
was aggravated to purpaſe: My. Patron being 
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Naturally a very paſſionate Man, ſaid nothins, 
but without Examination, drew ovt þ45 / 7; k-rrfe, 
( which they conſtantly wear by their fic. 's } and 
made at me ; and had there doubtlcs pur an end 
tomy bfe and caprivity at vice, had not his wife, 
'who was there ſeaſonably preſent taken mui in 
her Arms, and ſweeten'd him into more mcde- 
rate counſels. Some will be ready enou-h to 
ſay, that was but a fartyr to my own tilly:; 
This was not a place for Diſpute, but Obeatence, 
Well, I learnt from hence two Leſſons : One, 
That wh:nthe Body is a Slave, the Reaſon wusSt 
not expett to be Free; and where the whole out- 
ward Man is in Bondage, the Tongue mnit not 
plead Exemption. A Second, That it's fair 
for Slaves to en," y tr - freedom of their own Con- 
ſerences, without Keviling anothers Relivion , 
 thongh erroneous; and this wit / bought, as It 

fell out, a pretty good Penny-worth. ; 
When the Storm was over, my Employmentf 
was aſſigned me ( for they had rather ſee a Slave 
dead than Idle) and for about half a Year itlay 
In trudging en Errands, bearing Burdens, and 
diſcharging other domeſtick Services ' ar Com- 
and, wherein the onely conſideration was, that 
it was commanded, and not What was comman- 

aed. | 

At this time my Patron had a part ing Man 
of War, which carried twelve Guns : She being 
at Sea ( with ſome others of the fame place) 
met with an Engisſh Merchant ; Laden with 
I | Plate, 
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P/ate, and other Rich Commodities from Spain, 
and Bound for London, ( one //aac being Ma- 
/#er,) and after a very ſharp, though ſhore d:/- 


pute, the Algerines carried her, and brought 


her ſafe home. The Adventurers divide their 
Booty, and being high flown with this ſucceſs , 
they Refo've to fit her out again to carry more 
Grns; and from hence grew #:y new Employ- 
ment, Upon the Carpenterslattended, waited 
on the Smiths, to get the Iron-work fitted, and 
tniſhed; and truly he allowed me more for Por- 
tige tian to the ordinary Hamels, of Common 

Porters. 2 
When this Ship was now fitted for another 
Adventure, my Patron tells me, / mnſ#t go in 
her ; it was a nipping word : I pleaded, that I 
was no Sea-man, underſtood nothing of the 
Mariners Art, and therefore as he could expect 
little Service from me in that kind, ſo I muſt 
expect moſt rigorous treatment, becauſe I could 
not acquit my ſelf inthe Service as well as others; 
he removed my Pleas, and promiſed I ſhould 
not be wrenged ; but there was more at the bot- 
tom thanall this : For here a caſe of Conſcience 
offered it Telf, Whether 1 might without ſin in 
any-caſe fight againſt Chriſtians, on the Port of 
the common Enemy of all Chriſtianity ? The belt 
Reſolution I could give my ſelf, was this; that 
firlt, my employment would onely lye iz man- 
aging the Tackle,which will kill no body ; but it 
wwas replyed,that wirhout the due management - 
| ne 
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no body : Secondly, therefore 1 anſwered, That 
it was not evident that they would engage againſt 
- Chriſtians wore than all the reſt of Mankind , 


for all the World are their Enemies, who are 


Rich enough to invite them, and too weak,to reſiſt 
them; but my Patron had a ſolution worth: all 
theſe: He told me peremptorily, 1 muſt, and 


\bouldgo; 1 found my ſelf under force, I was a 


Preſſt Man; who could not examine the Fuſtrce 
of the Cauſe, Ina word, his Commands were 
back'd with Compulſion, and whatever his Au- 
_ thority was, he had more power than had Cou- 
rage ro deny, Or ſtrength to reſiſt ; and gol did. 
Yet this I will ſay for him; he ſpoke to the Cap- 
tain and Officers of the Ship, ro treat me civily, 
that is, leſs cruclly than other Slaves were treated: 
He gave me ſome money alſo in my Pocket, 
bought me Cloaths, and laid me in Proviſion 
above the Ships allowance. OP 

Nine weeks we were at Sea, within, and with- 
our the: Streights, Cruiſing, and Pickarooning 
up anq down, at [aft we met with onegpoor ZH un- 
garian French Man of War, whom we took,

My Patron having. been at great charges in 
fitting, and manning out this Ship, andethe Re- 
priſalslo ſlenderly Anſwering his great coſt, and

I cozſulted, the further I found my ſelf from a 
concluſion,and I could ſee no way but one, (but 
that was worth a thouſand, could I have made 
the beſt of it,) and that was ro commit my ſelf to 
God, who had brought me zxto this ſtrait, be: - 
ſeeching him that he would bring we out of ir, 
But that my r7«ſting ro, God might not be 4 
cloak for Lazineſ;, or a Pillowfor Sloath to reft 
upon, I addreſt my ſelf to an Engliſh-man,whoſe 
condition was that of a Slave, whoſe Calling 
was that of 4 Taylor. He at firſt word counſelled 
me to come and ſtay with him, and he would 
teach me to work of his Trade. I accounted 
nothing bafe that was hoxeſt, and neceſſity would

I acquainted my Patron with my Deſigns 
p:eaded I wanted ftock to ſet up with ; he Tent 
me 4 ſmall modicum, and with another pittance 
that I had privately reſerved of my own, I be- 
gan to Trade, That very Night I went and 
bought a parcel of Tabacco; the next Morning 
we dreſs'd it, cut it, and fitted it for Sale ; and 
the World ſeemed to ſmile on us wonderfully, 
In th's way of Partner-ſhip we continued for 
ſome while, and what we got clear, wedivided 
every week accordins to the proportion of our 
reſpective ſtocks In a while,finding the world to 
come in upon us, we ventured uponno leſs than 
a whole But of Wine; ſome Money we had,and 


ſome Credit ; This Wine we drew out, and got 


conſiderably by it. But it's very difficult to 


maintain Moderation in an exalted ſtate for even 


our ſtate was capable of better and worſe; for 
my Partner being elevated with our good Suc- 
ceſs, grew a good Fellow, and 4 bad Hmbaiid; 
neglected his buſineſs, went tipling, and tud'ing 
up and down, and the concerns of the Shop aud 
Trade lay wholly upon my ſhoulders. . |

We ſeem'd as if our 
Ears had been bored, and we had vowed to Serves 
our Patrones for ever. Long Bondage breaks 
the Spirits, it ſcatters Zope off, and diſcourg- 
ves all attempts for Freedom: And there were 
more evils attended our condition than the bodsly 
torture, which we were always {yable ro, and 
ſometimes endured.

= The great Reverence which the Aoors 
pay to the 7 urks, though both Mahumeraus, is 
remarkable : 'If a Aſcor ſhall dare ro ſtrike 4 
Turk, he 1s puniſht with great ſeverity: I ſaw 
two Moors whilit I was there, whoſe Krght 
Hands were chept of for this one Crime, and 
hung about their Necks in ſtrings ; the one was 
ſet upon an Aſſe, the other walkt by on foot, the 
Common Cryer proclaiming before them their 
Offence, through the chief Streets of the City. 
I ſaw another alſo with his heeis tyed to.a Hor- 

ſes Tayl; he was wholly naked, onely he had 
on a pair of Linnen Drawers, and thus was he 
dragg'd through the Strees : It was'a mot. la- 
mentable Spectacle. to ſee his Body all torn with 
the rugged way, and ſtones ; the skin-torn.off 
his. Back,. and Elbows, his Head broken, and 
all covered-with blood, and dirt, and thus was 
he drags'd through the City out at Babazoon,or. 
he Eait-Gate, where he ended his. miſerable 
Lite. 4 
Two others of their own Countrey-men ſaw, 
Executed ina-moſt terrible, and dreadful man- 
ner, (ant either I did not know, or do not re-. 
membertheir-Crimes : ). The one was thrown off 
from a/ngb. Wall, and in his. Fall he was caught

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which were faſtned in the Wall; it caught him 
4ſt under the Ribs, and there he hung roaring

ing 'nailed through with ror ſpikes, in ſuch a 
polture as ſomewhat reſembles the Celebrated 
Croſs of St. Andrew; and leſt his Fleſh and 
Sinews {ſhould fail, and the Nails not hold; his 
Wriits and Ankles were bound fait with ſmall 
Cords to the Ladder : Two days [' ſaw him alive 
under this Torture, how much longer he Lived 
under it I cannot tell. 

5. They are generally great Enemies to De- 
bauechery in Publick : It's a great ſcandal to them 
when they ſee any Chriſtians, who brought that 
Beaſtiality out of their own Countries with them, 
to be guilty of it.

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Sot, he was brought into the Caſſabal, or chief 
Court of Judicature, where he was adjudged to 
receive many hundreds of violent blows; ſome 
upon his naked Back, and Reins, others upon

. the Hammels; his Belly, and Back were ſo cx- 


coriated, that Sampſon Baker, an Engliſh-man, 
who was his Chirurgeon , aſſured me he was 
forced to cut off abundance of his Fleſh before 
he could be Cured.

The grievous Puniſhment Inflifed upor 
John Randal, the Authors Danger, and 
Deliverance from the ſames upon pre- 
tence that they had attempted to make 
an Eſcape. 


Tl. is time to re-aſſume my own concerns, and 
look a little into my own Condition, which, 
through the good Providence of God, was much 
better than that of many of my poor Brethren 
and Fellow-Captives; and yet I met with great 
Ebbings and Flowings in my Tranquillity : whil{t 
I was managing my Trade very ſtoutly and Tuc- 
ceſsfully,( Fob: Randal working with me in my 
Shop...) my Partner having now knockt off, and 
left allto me: One day I changeda Twenty ſhil- 
ling piece of Gold for Silver with a Friend, and 
having the money chinking in my hand, Fehr 
Randal asked me, what I did with ſo much mo- 
ney ? Ideſjred him to keep it for me, till our re- 
turn, and he ſhould know: For he being not 
very well, we agreed to walk out of the Town 
to take the freſh Air ; a Liberty,which for ſome- 
what above a mile, is indulged to the Slaves: 


When we had walked almoit to ;he end of our

Teader, I was defirous to walk a [ttle further 
to view the Coaſts, if, perhaps, any Advantage 
might offer it ſelf afterwards for an Ecape, 
though we Attually deſigned no ſuch thing. AS 
we were prying about the Sea-fide, one of the 
Spies appointed conitantly to watch, leſtany of 
the Slaves ſhould Run away, came to us, and 
charged us with an attempt to make an Eſcape; 
we flatly denycd it, but he laid hold on us ; there 
was no refifting, Obey we muſt, and accord- 
ingly attended his Maſter-ſhip towards the 
City : As wedrew near, I eſpyed ſome Engliſh . 
men at Quoits, ( for with ſuch Recreations and 
Dzverſions, they are willing now and then 70 be- 
guile the tedious minutes of lingrins thraldom, ) 
I beckoned to one of them whom I knew, & pres 
tending onely to whiſper with him, I ſecretly 
conveyed to him my Purſe, wherein were ſever 
Preces of eight ; we were preſently met by ano- 
ther Spye, and thofe two led us to a little blind 
Houſe, where they ſearch'd us, they took away 
tbe twenty ſhillings, which I had put into my _ 
Friends hand, and finding nothing upon me, z00k, 
away my Doublet, and then brought us before the 
Vice-Roy, and his Council : We were {traight- 
ly Examined, atid ſtrongly charged with an At- 
tempt to Eſcape: We peremptorily denyed all, 
and ſtood upon our Innocency , affirming, that 
our onely delizn of walking abroad, was to take 
the freſh Air, occaſioned by my Fellows Sick- 
neſs, This Purgation would not be Accepted 2 
an

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and the Battoon was commanded to be brought 


forth, we anſwered, we durit not falſely accuſe - 


ourſelves, nor make our ſelves Criminal, when 
we were not ſo, and therefore if ſuch was their 
will and pleaſure, we muſt abide by it, and ſo 


we ſat down by the ſticks, 


The way of Puniſhment by the Battoon, or 
Cudgel, i this, They have a ſirong ſtaff,about 
fix Foot long, in the middle whereof are bored 
two holes, Into theſe holes 2 Cord i put, and 
the ends of the Cord faſtned on the one ſide the 
fteff,, with knots, ſo thatit makes 2 Loop on the 
other ſide, Into this Loop oi the Cord borh rhe 
Feet of the Perſor!

Then comes another luſty ſturdy Knave behind 
him, and with «4 tough ſhort Truncheon gives 
himas many violent blows on the ſoles of his 
Feet as the Council ſhall Order. 

 Butthe Vice-Roy,, with his Council, gather- 
ng from circumſtances, and induced to believe 
us by our conſtant, and reſolute denyal of the 
Fact, omitted at preſent any further puniſh- 


ment, and only commandyed us ro be laid in chains 
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in the Vice-Roy's Priſon till our Patrones ſhould 
demand . our Liberty, and fetch us out. And 
the next day we were both delivered, though 
with differing Fates; As Pharaoh's Chief But- 
ler, and Chief Baker were both taken from Pri- 
ſon, the one to be Advanced, the other to be 
Hanged: For Fohn KRanaal's Patron being 4 
very Termagant, uſed that abſolute and unlimit- 
ted Sovereignty which they pretend to, over 
their Slaves, and Commanded him to receive 
three hundred blows upon the Soles of his Feet 
with the Battooz, in manner before deſcri- 
bed : As for my ſelf, when was brought home, 

the Spye that ſeized us, came and demanded 
Money of my Patron for bis good Service ( not 
reckoning that he had any thing of me) which 
put him into a moiſt deſperate-fat of Paſſion,and 
calling me Dog and Few, and all to naught ,com- 
manded me to go work, :n the Looms with two 
other Enoliſh-wen that were Slaves, and Lin- 
nen-cloath Weavers : But alas, 1 was a very 
bungler, and underſtood nothing of the Craft 
and Myſtery of Weaving more or leſs; but 
there I wrought till I had ſpoyled all that I laid 
my Hands on: Now, when he ſaw that my ha- 
| bour this way would no: "turn to Account, he 
rated me for'a Logger-head, and bad me fiil 
Ouills for the other two ; being now degraded 
from a bangling Weaver to an excellens filler of 
Quills, T continued about a Monethz my Shop 
all this while lay ar fo xes and ſevens, what was

ſafe, and ſome of my Goods TIheard of, and re- 
covered ; what Money I had was hid in the 
Ground, as it was my conſtant way : That night 
the Dutch-man and my ſelf returned to our Pa- 
tron, and told him we could ſell nothing ; where- 
upon he re-manded me to my Shop, there to 
Trade, paying him the two Dollars a Moneth , 
as I had done before. *

The Authors Patron growing poor, he is 
Sold, or Mortgaged to another; the 
wonderful kindneſs that he found front 
his ſecond Patron:

The Model of the Boat, Carrying it out of 
the City, and beſtowing it in conveni- 
_ ent Places. 


N the Cellar where we had Worſhip'd God, 
[| we began our Work ; and it was nos the Ho- 
 lineſs, but the Privacy of the place that invited. 
us, and adviſed us toit, And firſt, we. provi- 
ded a piece of Timber about twelve Foot long, 
to make Fhe Keel: But becauſe it was impoſſible 
to convey a piece 'of Timber of that length out 
of the City, but it muſt be ſeen; and of that 
ſhape, but it muſt be ſſpeited, and that Suſpi- 
on would bring us into Examination, and the 
Rack,, or Battoon might extort 4 Confeſſion out 
of the moſt reſolved, and obſtinate breaſt, we - 
therefore cut it zz: two pieces, and fitted it for + 
Joynting, juſt in the middle. Our next care 
was the 'Timbers., or Ribs of the Boat, ;which. 
we contrived thus; every one of the Timbers 
was made of. three pieces, and joynted in two 
places, becauſe a whole Rib at its-full length , 
would be lyable to the ſame inconveniences with 
the Keel.

| that theſe rwo holes at every joynt were not made 
in 4 ſtrait line,parale! with the ſides of the pieces, 
for then the three pieces, which make one Rib, 
being joyned together wou'd have made one 
ſtrait piece; a Form which would by no. means 
comport with the Uſe and Deſign of the Tim- 
bers; But ſo, that wheft borh che Nasls were in 
: the holes, each Joynt would make ar obtuſe an- 
gle, and ſo incline fo near towards a Semi-Circu- 
lar Figure, as our Occafion required, Allthis 
while here is no viſible Proviſion made for 
boards, to cloath the naked Ribs of our Boat , 
without which, the Keel .and Timbers Iooked 
but like an uſeleſs Anatomy ; but neither had 
we, nor was it poſſhble we ſhould have any 
boards in our Veſſel: Neceſſiry is the beſt Artti- 
ficer when all is done, if we except her Siſter

' beholden for the moſt uſeful Inventions, which 
at this day do eaſe the Labour and Toyl of wea- 
ried Mankind.

\ | about their Wives and Slaves are inſupportably 
| /uſpicrow - And therefore from the firſt Con- 
ception of the Deſign, I always reſolved upon 
a Canvas : In purſuance of which thought, be-

as muchftrong Canvas as would cover our Boat 
twice over, upon the Convex of the Carine. 
We provided alſo as much Pz:rch, Tar, and 
Tallow as would. ſerve to make it a kind of 4 
Tarpawlin Sear-cloath, to ſwaddle the naked 
body of our Infant-Boat : With Earthen Pots 
Þ| to melt done our Materials in; and prefixt a 
night wherein we might Execute that part of our 
Labour. The :wo Carpenters, and my ſelf were 
appointed to this Service, and the Cellar was 
the place where we met. Matters had hither- 
to run on very evenly, and ſmoothly, but here 
we met with ſome d:/couraging+ubs, For when 
we had ſtopt all the Chinks and Crannies of the 
Cellar, that the ſteame of the melted Materials - 
might not creep out, and betray us, (there be- 
ing no Chimney, ) we had not been long at our 
work before I felt my ſelf exceeding ſick, with ' 
the ſtrong, and unuſual ſcent of the melted Li- 
quor ; I was forced to go out into the ſtreets to 
| g4/p for breath, where meeting with the cool 
Air, it over-came me, I ſwooned, fell down, 
brake my Face, and there lay : My Compa- 
nions miſſing me, made out to ſeek me, found

Adams the fitteſt 
Perſon to Execute that part of the Deſign, for 
he had long Exerciſed the Trade of a Brick-lay- 
et, and his Employment lay much without the 
Town, and beſides he uſed ſuch pieces in level- 
ling his work, He therefore, accoutred with 
his Apron before him, his Trowel in his handzand

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The putiing of our Boat together, the Dif- 


ficulties we met withtherein; and our 
putting out to Sea, June 30. 1644. 


J- A S ſoonas we were met all together at the 


appointed place, we Bega to think of Ex- 
ecuting our long intended Deſign ; but we were 
Divided in our Counſels, where to. begin our 
work : / It had been a Queſtion propounded.be- 
fore, and we thought we had fully Refolved upon 
the place ;, but at our Meeting we wete /trangely 
diſcompofed : There were twoplaces which {50d 
in Competition, each pretending good/Eonve- 
niences for that end. The one was 4 Hl, about 
half a Mile from the Sea ; the other was'a /at- 
ley, encompaſſed with two Hedges," about a 
Furlong from the Hill, but of the ſame diſtance 
with it fromthe Sea : . It was urged for the Vat- 
ley, that it was a place of more Secrecy and Þ71- 


wvacy, leſs obvious to view ; but then it was 0b- 


jected, that we might there be ſurprized, and 
ſeized by the Clutches of our Enemies, e're we 
could have notice to ſhift for our ſelves - For.the 
Hill, it had been Argued, that we might. there 
wake better Diſcovery of Danger , and, make 
Proviſion to avoyd it ; and in ſhort, we allagreed -

Hill ; promiſing our ſelves much Advantage 


we all altered our Reſolution without any viſible 
Reaſon, and carried it for the Valley : God is 
 muchz» the dark,to us; but all our ways are 1n 
the open Light to him, It's very difficult to give 
an Account what God is doing at preſent, but we 
ſhall know, if we can but patiently wait till f«- 
m/e Providences -Comment upon the former : 
And ina while we ſaw the Reaſon why God over- 
ruled opr purpoſes. | 
e had hid ſeveral of our Materials near the 
zop of the Hill, where alſo grew a ſmall Fig-tree, 
which we had marked with our Eye, as Judging 


Boat: Two of our Company were immediately 
diſpatcht to ſaw down this Frg-T ree, and bring 
it, and the parcels of our Boat there diſpoſited, 
away with them + They were hardly come to 
the place, but we heard Dogs bark about the 
_ fopof the Hill, and indeed two Men with Dogs 
came very near them ; but our Men being aware, 
\ lay cloſe and ſtill, and ſo they paſſed by without 
| making any Diſcovery, and then our Men be-

And now we had once more brovght the ſcat- 

ter'd Limbs of our Boat into one place, which,

from rs Scituation : But when we were met, 


it would be uſeful to ſtrengthen the Keel of our 


ftirr'd themſelves, and brought away the Fig- 


ki 
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and down the Fields: It was no time to trifle, 
and therefore we all buckle to our work in good 
earneſt : But we were ſo nigh ſome that were at 
work in the Neighbouring Gardens, that we 
could hear them ſpeak, and therefore muſt needs 
ſuppoſe they might hear us too; and therefore 
we Acted by Signs, and pointed, and pulled, 
and nodded, but were all ſures : It might have 
been an Expedient for the Builders of Babel, 
when their Languages were Divided, to have 
carried on their great Project by Signs; bur cer- 
tainly there was Confuſion poured out «porn their 
Hearts and Counſels, as well as Diviſion in their 
Tongues and Languages. 

The two parts cf our Reel we ſoon joyned; - 
then opening the Timbers, which had already 
one Nail in eVErY J oynt, we groped out for rhe 
other hole, and put is Nail into it : Then we. 
open'd them at their full length, and applyed 
them to the top of the Keel, faſining them with 
Rope-Yarn, and ſmall Cords; and ſo we ſerved 
all the Joynts to keep them firm and ſtable; then 
we bound ſmall Canes all along the Ribs /ength- 
ways, both to keep the Ribs from vering , and 
alſo ro bear out the Canvas very ſtiff againſt the 
preſſing Water : Then we made Notghes upon 


# the ends of the Ribs, or Timbers, Wherein the 


Oars r:12ht plye ; and having tyed downthe Seats, 
and ſtrengthned our Keel with the Fig-Tree, we 
laſtly drew on our double Canvas Caſe, already 
fitted ; and really the Canvas ſeemed a Winding - 


ſheet 
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ſheer for our Boar; and our Boar a Coffin for 
2 all, 

This done, four of our Company took it upon 
their ſhoulders, and carried it down towards the 
Sea, which was about half a Mile off: It was 
a little Repteſentation of a Funcra!, to ſee rhe 
four Brarers s Marching 1 in deep flence, with ſome- 
' "thing very like a Herſe, and Coffin, upon their 
ſhoulders, and the reſt of us decently arrendius 
the Ceremony ; but we wanted Torches, and be- 
fides, it's not uſual for any to wait upon their ow? 
Coffins But we durit not grudge our Boat that 
ſmall, and laft Office, to Carry it haif a Mile, 
for we expected, it ſhould re-pay us that Ser- 
vice and Civility with Intereſt, in carrying us 
many a' League ; Wecarried it at Land, where | 
it could ner 7; win that it might carry us at Sea, 
where we could nor wath, As we wetit along, 
they that were in the Gardens heard us piſſing 
by,” and called to us, who comes there ? But it 
was dark, and we had no mind to prate, and 
therefore withqur any Anſwer, we filently held 
on our way. 

When we came to the Sga- -hde, we immedi- 
ately, ſtript our ſelves naked, and putting our 
Cloaths into the Boat, Gaftried it, and them, as 
far into the Sea as we coul1 wade; and this we! 
did; leit our render Boar ſhould be torn againſt 
the Stones or Rocks; and then all ſeven of us 
got mto her : But here we ſoon found how. our 
Skill in Calculating the Lading of our Veſſel fail] 
ed} 
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'ed us: For we were no fooner Embarqued, 


but ſhe was ready to fink under us,*the water 
coming iti over the ſides; ſothat once again we. 
mult entertain new Counſels ; at laſt, one, whoſe 
Heart moſt failed bim, was willing to ſhut out, 
and rather hazard the ancerrain T orments of the 
Land, than certainly be drown'd at Sea; then 
we madea ſecond Experiment, but {tfl ſhe was 
ſo deep Laden, that we all concluded there was 
no venturing out to Sea : At length, another 
went aſhore, and then ſhe beld up her Head ve- 
ry {toutly , and ſeem'd hearty enough for our 
Voyage. 


It was time now to commit, and Commend 
our ſelves, and Veſſel to the Protection, and 
Conduct of that God who Rules the Winds and 
the Waves, and whoſe Kingdom us in the deep 
Waters, tmploring Mercy for the Pardon of our 
Sins,' and reſigning up our Souls to God, as if 
we had'been preſently ro Suffer Death by the 


Hand of the Executioner, | And taking our 
' Solemn Farewell of our two Companions , 
-whom we left behind, and wiſhing 'them as 
much Happineſs as could be hoped for 
Slavery ,,and they to us as long a Life as 
' could Ey expected by Men going ro their 
' Graves we Launched out, upon the thir- 
tieth day of Fuze, in the Year of our 
'Lord , One Thouſand, Six Hundred, Forty,

The great Extremities we Endured at Sea 
for Six Days, und Nights, with the Co- 
incident Providences of God that ap- 
peared for #4 in our Extremities, and 
our Miraculous Landing at Mayork , 


July 6. 1644. 


V FE are ndw outat Sea without Helm,or 
Pilot ; without Anchor , Tackle, or 
Compaſs ; but God was theſe, all theſe, and 
more than all theſe, Our Number was Small, - 
our Work was Great, we could not afford one 
Idle Hand, not one Idle Finger : Four of the 
Company continually wrought at the Oars; and 
mdeed we wroucht for our Lives , and then } 
{hall not need to fay how we wrought : But this 
I ſhall ſay, I can truly ſay it, I never ſaw ſtrength 
fo FXrained, nor the utmoſt of 'what Nature-- 
could do for Life -and Liberty, exerted fo much 
in all my Life. The Employment of the fifth 
Man was more eafte, but no leſs necefary which 
was to free the Boat of that Water , which by 

Degrees leak't through our Canvas. | 
We Labour 'd the harder char Nigbt, becauſe 
we would gladly be out of the Ken of our Old 
Matter:

Maſters by Day; but when Day appear'd, we 


were yet within ſight of theirShips that lay in the 
Haven, and Road, and off the. Land : But our 
Boat being ſmall, arid lying cloſe, and ſnug up- 
on the Sea, either was not at all Diſcovered, or 
' elſe ſeemed ſomething that was not worth the 
taking up: A little hope in the midſt of great 
Fears, made us double, and re-double our Di- 
ligence; we tugg'd at the Oars like thoſe who 
are Chain'd to the .Gallies, bectuſe we had no 
mind to be Slaves to our Old Patrones in their 
Galles, | 
But upon all Occaſions we found onr want of 
fore-cait, for now our Bread, which was to be 
the ſtaff of our-decayed {trength, had lien ſoak- 
ins inthe Salt water, like a drunken Toaſt ſopt 
in Brine, and was quite ſpoyied : And our freſft 
water in the Bottles ſtank of the Tanned Skins, 
and Owze, having lyen ſobbing in the Salt water, 
which made it nauſeous : But yet that hope that 
hover'd over us, and flatter'd us that we ſhould 
one day mend our Commons, ſweeten'd all a- 
gain; ſo long as Bread was Bread, we com- 
plained not : Three days with good Husbandry 
it lated, but then pale Famine ( which 1s the 
worſt ſhape Death cm be painted in) ſtared us 
in the Face ; And there was no ſubſtitute for 
read at Sca.: At Land, the Roots of Graſs, the 
- tops of Trees, and the vileſt Excrements have 
ſerved to ſtop the clamour of a Ravenous Sto- 
mach, but that which Slaves deſpiſed, we jv 
IVC 
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have admired, and prized : Water indeed we 
might have, either cola, or hot 5 we had choice, 
but it was 4 hard choice : Either the cold ſale 
water. out of the Sea, or that warmer, which 
had been ſtrained through our Bodies, and that 
we choſe of the two, but we mult not have that, 
after a whi/e, unleſs we would firſt Accept the 
other ; And the Miſery was, theſe did not aſ- 
| [wage our thir{t, but i#:creaſe it 5 nor increaſe. 
| 04ar ftrengtb, but dtrinſh it; yet theſe were 
the means of Life : Strange means, that would 
deſtroy the End. 

Several things added to our Miſery ; for trou- 
ble ſeldom comes ſolitary, For firit , we had 
the Wind for ſome rim fuil againſt us : And this 
was both an evil in ze -/elf,, an evilin zrs effect , 
and an evil : 21s cauſe, It wasa great evil z2 it 
ſelf; it zncreaſed our Labour, and then defeated _ 
it:' We Rowed harder, to leſs purpoſe ; we mo- 
ved ,but did not advance; we ſpent our ſtrength 
for nought, and in vain, It was att evil in its 
effe(t; for it engaged the Waters againſt us, and 
crew them into !7s party, The Sea is a perfett 
Nenter of it ſelf, and willing to maintain rs 
Neutrality ; but the powerful Winds drew her 
into the Faltion : And that Sex which ſerves che 
North to day, ſhail comply with the more pre- 
vailing South to Morrow ; for the Waves are' 
the greateſt time ſervers in the World : But it 
was far the greateſt ev! iz zrs Cauſe; for the 
Winds being againſt us, Argued that God was 
| arainſt |

againſt us; for the Wind: we know was bu * 


He brings the Winds out of bis Magazines, We 
were now fodiſpirited, that we debated , whe- 
ther we ſhould bear up with the Wind, or make 
the beſt of our way, and Row againſt it? That 
is, whether it were not better to go back to Al- 
giers with eaſe, than painfully make towards 
Freedom ? Atlait, like Perſons that though we 
knew not what todo, yet reſolved not to return; 
we reſolved whilſt we had Life , and Strength , 
and Breath, we would ftruggle with it : And 
now the great God interpoſed; he rebuked hs 
Wixd, it was not againſt us ; nay, he reconciled 
his Wind, and it became oxr Friend, He that 
can turn the Rzvers «rn the South, could turn the 
Wind out of the North: Here we might have 


had a notable demonTtration of Gods Sovereign- | 


ty. He determined the Q:arter of the Wind , 


the Quantity of the Wind, and the Continuance . 


of the Wind. The Quarter, whence it ſhould 


blow. The Quantity, how much it ſhou'd blow, 


and the Continuance , how long it ſhould blow. 
The Quarter was our Enemy, the Continuance 
had quite brought us to Deſpair; tut: had he

upon fru:tleſs wiſhes, that we might meet with 
ſome Veſſel, ſome Ship to take us up: If it 
.was but a Sbip, we conlidered no farther; Eng- 
liſh, or African, Tros, Tyriuſve ; all _ a 
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Caſe: Or if not, yet the worſt was better than 
our bad caſe ; and therefore reſolved, couldwe 
have Diſcovered any Ship, to have made to- 
wards her, though it had been one of -4lgzers. 
How many. wiſht themſelves again 5n- Egypr 


| when they Combated 'with the un- expected 
' Difficulties of ch& Wilderneſs! How oft have 


the People of God been'more afraid of rhe means 
of their Deliverance ,, than of their Danger ' 
When Chriſt came to favehis Diſciples fromthe 


| Storm, yet becauſe he came ina-way uncouth, 
and unexpected, rhey cryed” out for fear, Mat. 


14. 26. Whether the Reader will pity, or con- 
demn vs,I|know not ; but*t6 that paſs were we 


_ now brought, that we would have accepted Life 


upon any terms not baſe and ſinful, and whether 
we ſhould have ſtuck at ſuch or no,[have no ſych 
ſecurity from my own Heart: as to. reſolve 
him. 

Whilſt we were at this dtad ebbe of Hope, 
the Great God, whoſe moſt Glorious Opporru- 
ity to help, is his Creatures greateſt Extremi- 
ty: He that appeared for Abraham in the 
Aſount, and to the three Young Men in the Fie-

ry Furnace; he that Delivered 1ſrael at the Sea, 


at the Red Sea; he who times all his Mercies 
for their Advantage : even He ſent us ſome Re- 
lief, and a 7ittle Relief is great, in great exigen= 
ces, As we lay hulling up and down, we Dif- 
covered a Tortoiſe not far from us aſleep in the 
Sea. Had thegreat IE: Diſcovered the Spa- 


wiſh 
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(bp Plate-Fleer, he could not have more Re- 


Joyced ;, once again we bethought our ſelves of 


our Oars:: and now our. little Boat ſhewed it 
ſelf to be of the right-breed of Algiers, made of 
Piratich, Timber, andto'its poor Ability would 
become a Corſair ; we lilengly Rowed to our 
Prey, took it into the Boat with great. Triumph, 
we cut oft her Head, | and Ict her bleed into a 
Pot-; . we: drank the. Blood , eat. the; Liver , 
and ſuck'd the Fleſh,; warm Fleſh, and hot Li- 
quor ( except our. own.) had been a great Ra- 
rity with us a long time, it was a Novelty of 


Providence; and reallyic wonderfully refreſh'd 


our Spirits, repaired our decayed trength and 
recruited Nature; at leaſt, poor exhautted Na- 
ture was willing to be cheated, and fancy her 
ſelf recruited : But there was no cheat in't, we 
were really refreſh'd, and with freſh vigour and 
courage fell to our Work ; we left our fears be- 
hind us, we pickt up ſome ſcatter'd. crumbs of 


hope, and about Noon, we Diſcovered, or 
thought we Diſcovered Land. It's impoſſible 


to expreſs the Joy, and Triumph of our raiſed 
Souls at this apprehenſion. The Poets tell us, 
that as often as Hercules threw the great Giant 


againlt rhe Earth, his Mother Earth gave him:

new ſtrength,new Life to us, though ner. to rouch, 


yet ro ſee; or if nor to ſee, to think-we ſaw it, 
It brought freſh Blood into our Veins, freſh co- | 
lour into our pale Cheeks; we look'd nor like }

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Men awaked from ſleep, zor like Captives broke : 


from the- Chains of -Algvers, but like Perſons. 
raiſed from the Dead, But Hope and Fear 
made a ſtranze Medly Paſsion inour Souls; like. 
the Reparties of two contrary joſtlins Tides, or 
the ſtruggling of the Eddy with the main Stream : 
Hope would perſitgde us that we ſaw the Land; - 
but chill Fear bade us pauſe upon it, ' for as we 
calily believe, what we deſire to be true, fo 
weare as ready to fear leſt it ſhould not prove 
true; for fear had got long poſfeſſion of our 
Souls, and would hardly admit Hope to ftir, but 
was ready to ſuppreſs it as a diſturber of its 


Empire : We had ſeen nothing but Air , and 


Sea; Sea, and Air in five Days, and Nights; 
that though our Reaſon told us there was ſuch a 
thing as Land, - yet the Impreſſions that fear had 
made upon us, made it Queſtionable, whether 
ever we ſhould ſee it. - And we durſt not give 
too much Credence to our Eyes, that had been 
uſed to bring ſadder ſtories to our Hearts. 
Yet ſtill we wrought hard : Hope did us that 
kindneſs, it put us upon an earneſt deſire to ſee 
whether we were deceived or no. Aﬀer ſome 
further Labour, we grew more confident, and 


atlaſt, fully ſatisfied that it was Land + I hope 
1 ſhall never forget what aſenſe we had of Gods 
' goodneſs upon that Afurance, Extremes: do 


equally annoy , and ſometimes infatuate the - 


mind: They tell us, that in Greenlard, the ex- 


tremity of Cold will make the Iron ſtick to. the 
; G3 -- Fingers, 
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Fingers, as our Experience aſſures extremity of 
Heat will do; for now like Diſtracted Perſons, 
we all leapt into the Sea, quitting our Boat, and 
being all good Swimmers, we there Bathed, and 
cooled our heated Bodies. An Adventure , 
which, if well conſidered, had as much of the 
Deſperado in it as our putting to Sea - For now 
we were at the Mercy of the Sharks , which 
might have ſhear'd off a Leg, or Arm ; and now 
our over-heated Bodies were open to receive the 


_- Impreſſions of that Cold Element; But as we 


never conſidered our Danger, the great and 
g00d God delivered us from the Ordinary ef- 
Res of ſuch Folly ; we preſently returned to 
our Boat, and being both wearied with Labour, 
and. cooled a little with the Sea, we lay us all 
down to Sleepinas much ſecurity, as if we had 
been in our own Beds - Nature being almoſt 
ſpent, mult have a Truce; ſhe will not under- 
take to keep our Bodies upon their Legs, if we 
will- not ſubmit to her great ſtanding Ordi- 
nance of Reſt; and here we ſaw ſtill more of 
Divine Goodneſs, that our Leaky Veſſel did not 
bury us in the Sea, and we awaking find our 
ſelves in the other World : But he that gave ws 
Sleep, \meaſured it, and he meaſured it exattly, 
not ſuffering us to-ont-/leep the Seaſon of plying 
- our Pump, or that which ſupplyed the place af Jus

Being thus refreſh'd with fleep, we found ew | 
Prength for our Work, and God found us New 
| Work, | 
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latter being much infeſted with venemous Ser- 


4, had put into our Hands, wreſted out of them

work for our ſtrength : We tugged the barder * 
at the Oar, becaufe'we hoped e're Night to ſleep 
upon a more ſtable, and -faithful-Element. - But 
we made our way very ſlowly, and when we 
caſt up the Account of our Progreſs, found that 
we had gone but /:ttle way in a leng time; t0- . 
wards Evening we diſcovered another. Iſland: 
The firſt we ſaw was . ayork,, the ſecond, 
Fromentere; and ſome of our Company 'that 
had Sailed in theſe Seas, would undertake toaſ- 
ſure us of it : We debatednot long to which 
of theſe we ſhould direct our Courſe, for the 


pents, and little, if at all Inhabited, we refol- 
ved all for Mayork: All that Night we! Rowed 
very hard, and the next, being the fixthof-Fuly, 
and from our putting'to Sea; * we kept within 
ſight of it all Day, and about Ten a Clock: at _ 
Night we came under the Iſland, butt the Rocks 
were there ſo craggy, and ſteep, that we could . 
not climb up. | 

Whilt we were under theſe Rocks there 
came a Veſſel very near us. Let the Readerput ,,

to loſe all our toil and Travel, to forgo our De- .' 
liverance, to have this Rich Mercy, which God

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were paſſed by, we gently crept along the Coaſt 
as near the ſhoar as we durſt, till we found a 
convenient place, where we might thruſt in our 
Weather-beaten Boat.

* lows deaf to their Cries and Prayers, and their 
- fately Ships made the Scorn of Winds, andthe 
} Reproach of Waves, when we, who had none 
.of their Ships, and little of their skill, have had 
-Experience of thoſe Providences, to which they 
have been Strangers, | 
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The great kindneſs we Received at Mayork 
from the Vice-Roy, and the Inhabitants 
of that Iſland and City. [ 


7 Hen we were come to Land, we were 
V not unſenſible of our Deliverance, 
though like Men newly awakened out of a 
Dream, we had not the true Dimenſions of it: 


'We confeſſed God had done Great rhyngs for us, 


but how great things he had done was beyond 


our Comprehenſion : We had eſcaped the Sea, 


but yet Death might be found ar Land; and we 
were ready to ſay, with Sampſon, Judg. 15:18. 
Lord , thou baSt given this great Deliverance 
into the hands of thy Servants, and new ſhall we 
aye for Thirſt? We had had no Food fincewe 


eat the Liver, and drank the Blood of the Tot-. 


toiſe, and therefore leaving three of our Com- 
pany with the Boat, the other two, viz. Fohn 
Anthony,” and my ſelf were ſent out: to ſcout 
abroad for freſh Water : And the rather were 


| weſent, becauſe this Fob» Anthony could ſpeak 
4 both the: Sparmiſh, and Jtralian Tongues very 
'J perfectly; and I had as much of the Spaniſhas 


might ſerve to expreſs our wants, and deſires, __ 


| if perhaps we might meet with any Perſons therg+ 
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abouts. We were not far gone, before we fell 
into a Wood, atid we were in a Wilderneſs in 
our thoughts, which way to take : He will needs 
g0 his way, and I mine. Good Lord / what a 
frail, impotent thing is Man ! That they whom 
eommon dangers by Sea, common Deliverances 
from Sea had United , ſhould now about our 
owa wills fall out at Land. And yet thus we 
did: He gave me reproachful words, and it's 
well we canenot-to blows : But I went my own , 
way, and he ſeeing me reſolute , followed me , 
and the Providence of God, not dealing with us 
according to our frowardneſs, followed 5 both : 
This way led us to a Watch-Tower of the Sparz- 
ards, many of which they keep upon the Sea- 
Coaſts, to give the Countrey timely notice of 
any Pickaroons that come aſhoar to Rob, and 
Spoyl. 


When we came within call, fearing he myght 
Diſcharge at us, we ſpoke to him upon the 
Watch, told him our Condition, what we 
were, whence we came, how we eſcaped; and 
earneſtly begged of him to dire us to ſome freſh 
Water, and in the mean time to beftow upon us 
ſome Bread. He very kindly threw. us down 
an old mouldy Cake, but ſo long as it was 4 Cake, 
and not 4 ſtone, nor 4 Bullet, Hunger did not 
conſider its Mouldineſs : Then he directed us 
to freſh Waterz* which was hard by : We ſtood : 
nat telling Stories; we remembred our felves, 
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we.remembred our Brethren left with our Boat, 
and Obſerving the Sentinels Directions, came 
toa Well, where there was a Pot with ſtrings 
to draw with : We arank a- little Water, and 
eat a bit of our Cake, but the paſſage 'was ſo 
diſ-uſed, that we had much ado to force our 
Throats to relieve our clamourous ſtomachs : 
But here we {taid not, but, with the four Le- 
pers in the Tents of the Syr:ans, 2 Kings 7. 9. 
Rebuked our ſelves, We do not well, we have 
glad Tidings to carry, and do we hold our peace ? 
We return to our Boat, are welcomed by our 
Companions, acquaint them with the good ſuc- - 
ceſs of our Embaſſy, and all prepare to make 
to the Well, 


And now we muſt leave our Boat ; that faith- 
ful Inſtrument of Gods Providence, which had 


fo truſtily ſerved bs purpoſe to deliver us: It 


was not without ſome Recoylings upon our Spi- 
rits, that we ſhould ſo much as in appearance 
zmitate the inoyatitude of thoſe, who having ſer- 
ved their private ends on their Friends, and have 
now no further uſe of them, moſt ungratefully 
ſhake them off - That we ſhould be like the wa- 
rer-dog,which uſes the water to purſue his Game, 
and when he comes to Land, ſhakes it off as 
troubleſome , and burdenſome, But it was no 
time to ſtand upon Complements; Hunger , 
Thirſt, Wearineſs, Defire of Refreſhment,and 
Reſt, thoſe emportunate Duns, Commanded us 
away 3 
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away; and tying our Boat as faſt as we could 
to the Shoar, we left her co ercy, which had 
been /o goodto us. 


As we were going, or rather creeping, or 
. crawling towards the Well, another Qyarrel 
ſtarted amongſt us, the Memory whereof is 
ſo ungrateful, that I ſhall give it a Burial in ft- 
lence, the beſt Tomb for Controverſies, 


 Andnow we are at the Well, and the Well is 
provided of Water, and we have ſomething to 
araw; all theſe helps God has given us, but he 
mult give us o7e more, even a throat to ſwallow 
it, without which, all the reſt ſignifi nothing. 
This was the evil Diſeaſe Solomon had Obſerved 
in his Days, Eccleſ.6.2., A Man to whom 


God had given Riches, Wealth, and Honour, . 


fo that he wanteth nothing for bis Soul, of all 
that he deſireth ; yet God giveth him nat Power 
to eat thereof: He that gives us water to drink, 
and meat to eat, muſt give us Power to eat and 
arink_ alſo. How totally do we depend upon 
.him for Life, and Breath, and all things ! One 
of our Company, William Adams, attempting 
to drink, after many Eflays was not able to ſwal- 
Jow it, but ſtill the water returned, ſo that he 
ſunk down to the Ground, faintly ſaying, / am 
a dead Man; we forgot our ſelves,to remember 
him, and after much ſtriving , and forcing, he 
took a little ; and when he and we were refrefh'd 
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with our Cake and water, we lay down by the 
Well-fid? till the Morning. None of us could 


watch for ite reſt, but One God watched over 


8 all ; There welay lockt up, and buried in 
Sleep : The Heavens covered us, when we wan- 
ted a Canopy - Each might ſay inthe Morning, 
with David, Pſal.3.5 1 laid me down and ſlept ; 
I awaked, for the Lord ſuſtained me. | 
| VVhen it was clear Day, we addreſt our 
ſelves once more to the Man upon the watch- 
Tower, entreating him to Direct us the ready 
way to the next Houſe, or Town, where we 
might find Relief. He civily points us towards 
a Houſe about two Miles off, whither, with 


wearied ſteps, and joyful Hearts, we now 


began to Travel: Onr Feet had been fo' par- ' 


boyled, and quodled with the Suns beat, in the ' 


Salt. water-pick/e , that they were ro! Pre 


and more bliſter'd; and long it was-before we 
could oyer-come the tediouſneſs of thoſe, two 


Miles. _ When we approach'd the Houſe,” the 
Owner eſpying us, and concluding by our ſhab- 
by garb, that we were ſome Pilfering Raſcals, 
Preſented a Fowling Piece at us, and charged us 


to ſtand. The foremoit of our Company, who 


could ſpeak that Language well, meekly told 
him, he might ſpare that Language, we were 


not able, if we had ſo wicked a will; nor willing, 


if we had been able, tooffer him the leaft injury; 


That we werea Company of poor Creatures, 
4 . whom the wonderful Providence of God had 
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Reſcued from the Slavery of Alriers,and hoped 


he would ſhew Mercy to the Aﬀficted. The 


--. Honeſt Farmer, moved with our Relation, ſent 


us out Bread, V Vater, and Olives, with which 
when we had refreſh d our ſelves, we lay down, 
and Reſted three or four hours in the Field ; and 
returning thanks for his Charity, prepared to 
crawl away at our lame rate. He ſeeing us 
thankful-Beggers, enlarged his Civility to us, 
called us into his Houſe, and gave us good warm 
Bean. Pottage, which ſeemed to me the moſt 
Pleaſant Food that ever I eat in my Life : Our 
Leave once more taken, we Advanced towards 
the City of Jayork,,. which from this place is 
about ten Miles : No water could we meet with 
. upon our way, but towards Evening , we diſ- 
covered one drawing V Vater at a VVell, we 
haſtedto him, and he.drew for us ; that was our 
Supper, and there was pur Lodging that Night. 

..'T he next Morning we came into the'Suburbs 
of the City, the ſtrangeneſs of our Attire, being 
bare foot, bare-leg'd\, having nothing on but 
looſe Coats over our Shirts, drew a croud of en- 
Quirers about us, who we were ? whence we 
came? whither we went ? VVe gave them a 


particular Account of our Deliverance, withits | 


Circumſtances; and they as willing to pity, as 


ro know our Eſtate, and as ready to Relieve, as - 


pity, accommodated us for the preſent with food; 


they. gave us V Vine, and Strong-waters, and 


whatever elſe might recover our exhauſted Spi- 
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 - Of Great Mercy. 
rits; but told us, we muſt be obliged to tarry 
in the Suburbs, till zhe Y:ice-Roy had notice that 


ſuch Strangers were Arrived : He had foon 1#--* - 


formation of us, and we as ſoon a Command to. 
appear beſore him : He Examincd us about ma- 
ny Aﬀairs; what.-Men of V Var the Alzerines 
had at Sea ? what ſtrength they were of. at 
Land ? But above all, he was moſt curivus,and 
exact in ſatisfying himſelf about our Eſcape, our 
Boat, our Hazards at Sea, wherein when we 
had fully Obeyed him, he Ordered we ſhould 
be maintained at his own Coſt till we could have 
paſſage to our own Countrey. 

In this while the People gathered us Money 
to buy us .Cloaths and Shooes, and we. winted 
nothing that Nature called for, but chankful 


. Hearts to God, And they endeavoured to help 


to tbat Mercy too : As I was walking in the 
Streets viewing the City, a Young Man ſteps to 
me, Friend ( ſaid he) are you one of thoſe that 
came lately Over in the Canvas Boat ? ] An- 
ſwered, Yes, I was one of them :. well (reply- 
ed the Young Man ) Ir was not the little Boat, 
but the Great God that brought you Over. | 
muſt needs ſay, I often think of this Young mans 


|-words, and as often as I think of them'they 


chide me, that I have not hitherto more pub- 
lickly owned God in his Gracious and wonder- 
ful Deliverance. However, others maybe con- 
cern'd to Read I know not.yet I am concern'd to 
Write of the great things God has done for me.

T may not prove ungrateful to the Reader, 
I to ſee how the great God, who begun to work 
for us, perfetted his work, Concerning us: How 
he thathad,” and did deliver, would {till deliver 
us; as ſinle Stars have their Glories, yet Con- 
ſtellations are more Glorious : So each Provi- 
dence of God is Admirable; but taken together, 
as one ſerving another, and this he! /ping forwards 
that, ſo indeed they are molt Admirable ; when 
the Creator viewed his each days work, it ſo 
punctually anſwered its 1dea according to 
. Which, and Obeyed the Power by which it was 
Created, thathe pronounced it G'ood; but when 
| he re-viewed the Product of the fix days, he 
pronounced all to be-very good : Each Letter in 


a Book ſpeaks kl, but when theſe Letters form. .

Mayork is a City where our Engliſh Ships 
did ſeldom Trade, and we being full of defire to 
ſee our Native Countrey, preferr'd our humble 
Petition to the Yice-Roy, That we might have 
Paſſage in the King of Spains Gallies, which 


were then in the Road, bound for Alicant*in 
Spain, which he graciouſly granted us : What * 
cold Entertainment we met with there; from. 
ſome of our own Countrey, I ſhall draw a veil- 
over ; yet eventhere we found the Mercies of 


God. One Merchant took Compaſhon on*us , 
and Conducted us to an Ergl;ſh-mans Houſe, 
where we Lodged, and'gave us half a Dollar 
to defray ourCharges. The next day,underſtand- 
ing that there was an Ergliſh-man inthe Road, 
bound for England, we went aboard to ſee for 
Paſſage; we made our Condition our beſt Ar- 
gument to prevail: The Maſter told us, he had 
but little Proviſion, but if we would be content 
with. Bread, and Beverage, we might go. We 
accounted that, Royal Fare, and accordingly 
waited till heſet Sail : Whilf we were aboard, 


| two Eng/ſþ Merchants came thither” alſo', *and 


were very earneſt that we would oe them the 
ſhort of onr Adventure: We'gratified them,and 
one of thein ſaid; Countrey-men, we haveheard 
your ſtory.” Aﬀter'a fewdays, we ſet Sail, and 
when we wete at Sca, -were hotly Chaſed by 
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 rorz, we got in there; 'and eſcaped, We had 
known Slavery too wwcb. and long, tor be ambis. 
tious of it again; and therefore three of us, 
Fohn Anthony, .Fobu «--'Carpenter , and my ſelf 
went aſhoar,; and there ſtayed : Our other, 
_ Companions ventur'd along with the Ship, and 
came .into Exeland before us. VVhilſt we 
wereat Gibletore, the Spaniards underſtanding 
our- Condition, much pityed us; and one told 
us, that if we would accept. it, we might have 
Lodging in; his Veſſel, and he had: Fiſh enough 
"that we might make uſe of: There we ftaid till 
'our Money was gone, and then.reſolved to ga 
withthe Foot-Poit by. Land to Cadiz, which is 
about ſixty Miles : But whilit my two Compa- 
AORS Were gone to enquire for the: Courier, I 
ſtaid/ ypon the ſhoar, and faw a ſmall Spaniſh 
Veſſel coming from 2alaga, bound for Cadiz; 
I went aboard him, todelire Paſſage, .he freely 
granted it, and the next- Morning early we fet 
Sail, and in little time came. into- Cad:zz-Road, 
but: not aigh:enough. to go aſhore, . the Captain 
told us,our Paſſage was paid, we might freely go 
 _ aſhgrewhenwe would. Now, becauſe we found 
*  NQ-Shiphere bonnd for Engler, and hearing 
that \there- was one at St,, Lucars, we Tra- 
velled thither by Land, which is, about twelve 
Miles, After a ſhort ſtay there, | met with the 
Malters Mate ,, of whom 1 earneſtly. entreated 
| For Paſſage; he told me, he had yery little Pro- 
viſion, and that it would be hard tabe Vetalians : 
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whilit we were talking, the Boat came to fetch 
him aboard, andin her there was a Youth, who 
was the Maſters Son: He asked his Fathers 
Mate, who was alſo his Uncle, who we were ? 
He told him, we were poor Men Eſcaped from 
Alg5ers, but for want of Proviſion, . he daubred 
we could not go for England, No ! ( ſaid the 
Youth ).do you think my Father will deny paſ- 
ſage to poor Engliſh-men, that come from *Al- 


giers? Come Countrey-men { ſaid he) come 


into the Boat, you ſhall have. Paſſage : He pre- 
ſently acquaints his Father with us and our Con- 
dition : He treated us with great kindneſs, he 
prevailed with the Merchants to lay in Proviſion 
for us :,we gontinued. in his Ship. till we care 
away ! In the time of our ſtay, I went_ aboard 


one Captain Goodſon, who lay then in the Road, 


he was extremely civil tome; at my departure
